This is (be season, amongjgood housewives, 
far cleaning, whitewashing, painting, 
and 
papering, and otherwise renovating the domi­ 
cile. 
After the cleaning, whitewashing and paint­ 
ing is accomplished, cornea the process of 
papering the walls; but the first thing, fre­ 
quently, to be done is the removal of the old 
paper. 
To do this successfully wet the wall 
thoroughly, and, when well soaked the old pa­ 
per can be stripped ofi very quickly. 
After 
the paper is removed, wash the wall to get off 
all the particles of paper which may remain, 
and leave the walls till nearly dry before com­ 
mencing to lay the new paper. 
If the walls 
have been white-washed instead of papered, 
wash the walls with vinegar, which will make 
the paste and paper adhere more securely. 
A bench is easily made for measuring and 
cutting tho paper by placing boards of suit­ 
able length across two flour-barrels. 
The 
pajicr should be unrolled and cut to proper 
length uud in sufficient quantity to cover the 
room before the pasting process commences. 
One edge of each strip should also be closely 
and neatly trimmed. 
These sheets should tie 
laid one over the other, to be ready at hand 
when the paster is ready to begin work. The 
liabilty of turning the edges or damaging the 
paper will be gteatly obviated by adopting 
this course. 
Flour paste is the usual article 
for the purpose arid rye flour Is considered 
better than wheat as it has more adhesion. 
Mix the flour in cold water thoroughly, by 
stirring, until the paste has a thin creamy 
consistence, and then boil, wbeu it will thick* 
en according to the length of limo it U sub­ 
mitted to the beat. 
If found too thick in cool­ 
ing, add boiling water till the desired degree 
of thickness i9 obtained; then add a little car­ 
bolic acid to prevent the paste from soaring 
or becoming moldy. 
A broad 
whitewash 
brush is the beat to apply the paste with, and 
the paper ahould be lain quickly after past­ 
ing, to prevent its beeoming soft and tender 
to bandle. 
Two persona are required to lay on paper 
with rapidity, one to paste and one to apply 
the paper. 
When the paper is pasted it 
should be handed to the person on the ladder, 
who holds it about a foot from the top end, 
and lays it evenly against the wall at the top, 
allowing the upper end to hang 'over on the 
flacks of the hands. 
By looking down the 
wall it may be seen when it matches the pre­ 
viously-laid 
length, and after adjusting to 
match it ahould then be brought gently to the 
wall, the backs of the hands then praised 
against the wall and passed upward toward 
the ceiling, spreading them out toward the 
corners of the length of paper. 
The scissors 
are then run along at the juncture of the wall 
and ceiling, making a mark which can be 
easily seen, when the top of the paper ia re­ 
moved for a little distance, and it ii cut off 
even and replaced. 
Then a soft cloth is gent­ 
ly passed downward and the paper pressed 
against the wall to the bottom, where it is 
cut oil as at the top.—37. Y. Timet. 


I.arge Wale s i W estern L aud. 
The largest sale of land that has probably 
ever taken place in the West (40,000 acres) 
has just been made by the Atcbinson,Topeka, 
A Santa Fe Railroad Company, to tbs leaders 
of the Manonite Colony,by which 10,000 acres 
near Halstead, Harvey comity, have actually 
been purchased, and 26,000 more are engaged 
to be takan during the coming season. 
This 
great tract, it is understood, is one of several 
which the pioneers of the German-Rusalunlike 
sect are locating for their 40,000 brethren in 
Russia, who it is alleged will find their way 
hither aa soon as the way is prepared for 
them. 
The story of the emigration to Russia 
seventy years ago, of their indefatigable in­ 
dustry and high morality, and of their exodoa 
from the great north European empire od ac­ 
count of their refusing to join the army of the 
Clar, is too well known to seed repetition. 
The thirty men who passed through St. Louis 
the other day, after contracting with the land 
commissioner of the railroad company for the 
tract of country above stated, created a very 
favorable impression. 
They are oil Germans, 
and with one exception have resided for some 
little lime in Illinois and Iowa, and are farm­ 
ers by occupation

If the currants are more than a year old 
cut the tops all off close to the roots. 
With 
grapes, if the top is of tho previous year's 
growth, and has buds near the roots, leave 
one or two. 
If not of last year’s growth, cut 
it all away. 
The top of raspberries should be 
alt removed. 
Then, when the roots get their 
machinery at work, they will send up canes 
that wilt fruit the next season. 
But if the 
top is left on it will require all the energy of 
the roots to support it, and if the plant does 
not die the first winter It will be feeble and 
sickly the next summer, and linger along year 
after year until the planter condemns the va­ 
riety and throws them away in disgust. 
Last 
spring I filled an order for raspberries, and 
before sending them I cat the tops back to 
two feet,and came near having them returned 
fordoing so. 
I told the dealer that they 
should be all cut off when planted out. 
He 
said that he knew that very well, but his cus­ 
tomers did not; they would have plants that 
would bear the first year, and it was the tops 
that sold them, not the roots. 
But.my advice 
is, see that you get good roots without any re­ 
gard to tons. 


B est P la n t, fa r H odffes. 
A t a recent meeting of the Western New 
York Horticultural Society, after a general 
discussion, the verdict seemed to be iu favor 
of the Honey Locust. 
One gentleman stated 
that be bad a honey locust hedge about IOO 
rods long, which had stood sixteen years and 
was nearly perfect. 
He has never known a 
plant to fall from depredations of insects. 
Another had knowo of boney locust twenty 
years old, perfect in every respect. 
The ob­ 
jection to Japan Quince was its slow growth.

H int* on (Souse-Papering. 
This is tfie season, amongjgood housewives, 
for cleaning, whitewashing, painting, 
and 
papering, and otherwise renovating the domi­ 
cile. 
After the cleaning,whitewashing and paint­ 
ing is accomplished, comes the process of 
papering the walls; but the first thing, fre­ 
quently, to be done is the removal of the old 
paper. 
To do this successfully wet the wall 
thoroughly, and, when well soaked Ihe old pa­ 
per can be stripped ofl very quickly. 
After 
the paper is removed, wash the wall to get off 
all the particles of paper which may remain, 
and leave the walls till nearly dry before com­ 
mencing to hy the new paper. 
If the walls 
have been white-washed instead of papered, 
wash the walls with vinegar, which will make 
the paste and paper adhere more securely. 
A bench is easily made for measuring and 
cutting the paper by placing boards of suit­ 
able length across two flour-barrels. 
The 
paper should be unrolled and cut to proper 
length and in sufficient quantity to cover the 
room before the pasting process commences. 
One edge of each strip should also he closely 
and neatly trimmed. 
These sheets should be 
laid one over the other, to be ready at hand 
when the paster is ready to begin work. The 
liabilty of turning the edges or damaging the 
paper will be gieatly obviated by adopting 
this course. 
Flour paste is the usual article 
for the purpose and rye flour Is considered 
better than wheat as it has more adhesion. 
Mix the flour in cold water thoroughly, by 
stirring, until the paste has a thin creamy 
consistence, and then boil, when it will thick­ 
en according to the length of time it is sub­ 
mitted to the heat. 
If found too thick in cool­ 
ing, add boiling water till the desired degree 
of thickness is obtained; then add a little car­ 
bolic acid to prevent the paste from souring 
or becoming moldy. 
A broad whitewash 
brush is the best to apply the paste with, and 
the paper should be lain quickly after past­ 
ing, to prevent its becoming soft and tender 
to handle. 
Two persons are required to lay oa paper 
with rapidity, one to paste and one to apply 
the paper. 
When the paper is pasted it 
should be handed to the person on the ladder, 
who holds it about a foot from the top end, 
and laya it evenly against the wail at the top, 
allowing the upper end to hang ¡over on the 
backs of the hands.

If the currants are more than a year old 
cut the tops all off close to the roots. 
With 
grapes, if the top ¡3 of the previous year’s 
growth, and has buds near the roots, leave 
one or two. 
If not of last year’s growth, cut 
it all away. 
The top of raspberries should be 
all removed. 
Then, wheu the roots get their 
machinery at work, they will send up canes 
that will fruit the next season. 
But if the 
top is left on it will require all the energy of 
the roots to Bupport it, and if the plant does 
not die the first winter It will be feeble and 
sickly the next summer, and linger along year 
after year until the planter condemns the va­ 
riety and throws them away in disgust. 
Last 
spring I filled an order for raspberries, and 
before sending them I cut the tops back to 
two feet,and came near having them returned 
for doing so. 
I told the dealer that they 
should bo alt cut off when planted out. 
He 
said that he knew that very well, but his cus­ 
tomers did not; they would have plants that 
would bear the first year, and it was the tops 
that sold them, not the roots. 
But.my advice 
is, see that you get good roots without any re­ 
gard to tops.

To THE S enate and B o u n o r R kvrbsenta- 
tiv es:—Herewith I transmit the report of tile 
Civil Service Commission authorized by the 
act of Congree* of March 3d, 1871, and iuritu 
your apeciai attention thereto, 
lf sustained 
by Congress I have no doubt the roles cao, 
after the experience gained, be so improved 
and enforced as to still more materially bene­ 
fit the public service and relieve the executive, 
members of Congress and beads of depart- 
m ints from influences prejudicial to good ad­ 
ministration. 
The rules as they have hereto­ 
fore been enforced have resulted beneficially, 
aa is Shown by the opinion of members of the 
Cabinet and their subordinates in depart­ 
ments; 
and 
in 
tbat opimon 
I 
concur, 
but 
the rules 
applicable 
to

appointed

con­ 
sent 
of 
tho 
Senate 
are

He also states that food. clothing and money 
will be forwarded without delay, and advise* 
against sending tho distressed population to 
this city, already overcrowded with unem­ 
ployed people,ami recommends the organiza­ 
tion of parish committees for the distribution 
of supplies, Ac., that laborers of the inundat­ 
ed districts l>e assisted in nuking their way 
to those parisiies which ure uot under water 
and where their services are still needed.

The chief question now in French affairs is 
this: Is the septennat irrevocable by the par­ 
liament and lias President MacMahon there­ 
fore a sure lease of power for seven years, or 
is it capable of teing terminated by a majority 
vote at any time? Upon the answer .to this 
depends largely the decision of what.the future 
government of the nation is to be. The mon­ 
archical instincts of France are still alive. The 
desire for a republic, to live with a free press, 
amid continual agitation, becomes at times a 
perfect fever; but, like all other fevers, it is 
self-limiting, and the old longing for a strong 
government, surrounded with the splendor of 
a refined civilization, for noiseless order, for 
a sort of mechanical symmetry and perfection 
In the workings of law and rule, invariably 
comes back after a while. For the restoration 
of the Bourbons there is little or uo chance, 
the Comte de Chambord having blocked the 
way to his own accession to the throne by his 
own imperious folly; the only possible chan­ 
nel remaining in which monarchical instincts 
can run being, consequently, that of the 
BonapartisU, which circumstances seem to be 
widening and enlarging from year to year. 
The national instinct demanding an Empire 
for the sake of peace, order and much-needed 
quiet Is the principal source of danger to the

bravery of Captain Rosseau read in the light 
of this startling revelation; and what will be 
the common-sense opinion of mankind con 
cerning the death of first officer Garay while 
making a hasty and, shall we say cowardly ?

cuing (?) sbip3 which stood gallantly by ? The 
commanders of both the Spray and the Barry, 
the ships which were so lucky as to find the 
Amerique derelict in the sea, report that there 
was about six feet of water in her engine 
room, stoke-hole and bunker, while the other 
compartments were absolutely dry. The car­ 
go will be delivered to its various consignees 
but little damaged and the baggage is uuin 
jared. Whatever may be the Tearful stories 
told by Captain Rosseau or by the frightened 
passengers as to the violence of the gale in 
which the Amerique leaked so seriously that 
all abandoned her for safety, one tbin«. 
proved beyond the chance of dispute; if all 
had remained on board and/lone .nothing to 
insure their owu preservation, every one would 
have been saved in spite of themselves. How 
far this result constitutes a damaging com 
ment upon French lack of seamanship and 
courage can be better decided by professional 
sailors than by landsmen; yet it would seem 
that the officers of the vessel were overpower 
ed ami paralyzed by the semblance of dauger 
rather than by its actual presence. No fault 
could be found In case the passengers, for 
whose lives the captaiu was responsible to the 
extent of his ability to take care of them, had 
been shifted to what he deemed safer quarters, 
but to have left his post of duty himself before 
it was by any means evident that bis remain 
ing could do no good, is an item in the affair 
so fatal to his pluck that no French Commit 
tee of Inquiry can whitewash it.

CIVIC SERVICE REFORM . 


A IHeware from the President. 
W ash in g to n, April 20.—The President to­ 
day sent the following mes sago to Congress: 
To th e Senate and H ouse op R epresenta­ 
tiv e s:—Herewith I transmit tbe report of the 
Civil Service Commission authorized by tbe 
act of Congress of March 3d, 1871, and invito 
your special attention thereto. If sustained 
by Congress I have no doubt the rules can, 
after the experience gained, be so improved 
and enforced as to still more materially bene­ 
fit the public service and relieve the executive, 
members of Congress and beads of depart- 
mints from influences prejudicial to good ad­ 
ministration. Tbe rules as tbey have hereto­ 
fore been enforced bave resulted beneficially, 
as is Shown by the opinion of members of tbe 
Cabinet and their subordinates in depart­ 
ments; and in that opinion I concur, 
but 
the rules 
applicable 
to officers 
who 
are 
to 
be 
appointed 
by 
and with 
the 
advice 
and 
con­ 
sent of the Senate are in 
a great 
measure impracticable except in so far as 
they may be sustained by the action of that 
body. These must necessarily remain so un­ 
less tbe direct sanction of the Senate is given 
to the rules. I advise for the present only 
such appropriations as may be adequate to 
continue tha work in its present form and 
would leave to the future to determine wheth­ 
er the direct sanction of Congress shall be 
given to ibe rules that may perhaps be de­ 
vised for regulating the method of selection of 
appointees or of a portion of them who need 
to be confirmed by the Senate. The same 
amount appropriated last year would be ade­ 
quate for the coming year, but I think public 
iuterest would be promoted by authority in 
the executive for allowing a small compensa­ 
tion for the special service performed beyond 
usual office hours under the act of 1871 to 
persons called into the service or the govern­ 
ment.

M E T R O PO L IT A N N EW S. 
T U c S o u th Side R a ilr o a d . 
N ew York, April 20.—On the application 
of a judgment creditor Edward D. Gale was 
appointed to-day by Justice Donohue of the 
State Court receiver of the South Side Rail 
road. Almost simultaneously, however, in 
the United States court, at the suit of another 
creditor, the company, having withdrawn its 
demurrer and 110 one appearing to oppose the 
motion, Judge Benedict adjudged the company 
bankrupt and United States Marshal Harlow 
took possession of its property.

ARREST OF SUSPECTED MURDERERS. 
The Brooklyn Unlou announces the arrest 
of two men, Tiinotby Finnin and John Car- 
moody, believed to have participated in the 
murder or Professor Panormo in that city two 
years ago. Both belonged to a gang of the 
most desperate highwaymen and cut-throats 
who bave ever infested the city and who from 
the start have been held responsible for Pa- 
normo’s death. Two of the gang, McLaughlin 
and Gilroy, were tried for tho robbery and 
and dangerously woundiug of Prof. Wesser- 
mau two nights after the Panormo homicide 
and the former convicted und sentenced to 
twenty years’ imprisonment, Gilroy escaping 
by au alibi. There is now abundant proof 
that Finnin, not Gilroy, was tho companion of 
McLaughlin in this assault, from which Wes- 
serman died six months afterwards. Finnin 
has been shadowed by detectives sinco the 
crimes, having resided most of the time in 
New Jersey. Two weeks ago he returned to 
Brooklyn and a week later went to work in a 
bat factory. Carmoody about the same time 
also came back to bis father’s house in Brook­ 
lyn. Both are believed to have been lured 
there by the mysterious disappearance of a 
jeweller named’ Douglass, who is supposed to 
have purchased the murdered man’s watch. 
The ruffians were arrested quietly, ono ou 
Saturday and the other on Sunday night. 
They have several other crimes to answer tor 
should the ovidence not be sufficient to con­ 
vict them of the murder. Rumor, however, 
says Carmoody has made a full confession 
implicating Finnin as Pauormo’s murderer.

UNITED S1ATES CONGRESS. 
SE N A T E . 
W asdington, April 20. 
The bill authorizing the issuing of arms to 
Nebraska was taken up. 
Mr. BUCKINGHAM ofiered an amendment 
that arms also bo issued to the Indians. 
Debate followed to tho close of the morning 
hour, when a majority report in favor of 
Spencer having the seat from A labaina against 
Sykes and a minority report were read and 
ordered printed. 
The Senate then resumed the consideration 
of the Louisiana bill. 
Mr. BAYARD ofiered an amendment, of 
which he gave notice a few days ago, declar­ 
ing that John McHnery was elected Governor, 
Davidson B. Penn Lieuteuant Govereor, and 
that they wore unlawfully compelled by armed 
forces acting under authority of the President 
of the United States from discharging their re­ 
spective official duties; that Kellogg and An- 
tone did, by the unauthorized and illegal inter­ 
ference of the federal authorities, civil aud 
military, obtain and hold armed possession of 
the offices of Governor and Lieuteuant Gov­ 
ernor, and requesting the President to issue 
his proclamation within ten days after the 
passage of this act notifying the people of 
Louisiana that all hindrance of state or im­ 
pediment on tho part of the government of 
the United States to the peaceable and legal 
assumption of the offices of Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor is withdrawn, so that 
they may, without let or hindrance, proceed 
to fill the offices; and that the persons elected 
to the General Assembly on the fusion ticket 
may take their seats. 
Speeches were delivered in favor of the bill 
by Bogy of Missouri and Bayard of Delaware, 
aud against it by Morton of Indiana. Stock­ 
ton obtained tbe floor to speak, but yielded to 
a’motion for uh executive session, after which 
the Senate adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
The bill was passed, under suspension of 
the rules, appropriating $100,000 to build a 
telegraph line from Dennison, Texas, to Fort 
SllClndian Territory, thence along the north­ 
ern and western frontier of Texas and vari­ 
ous military po3ls to Brownsville, Texas, for 
the better protection of border settlements 
against Indian and Mexican incursions. 
The bill appropriating $3,000,000 for tbe 
Centennial, alter a short, sharp disjussion, 
was made a special order for the 5th of May— 
154 against 66. 
Mr. WITTSHERE of Arkansas offered a 
resolution ealling on the President tor copies 
of tho correspondence, telegrams, military or­ 
ders, &c., touching the troubles in Arkansas. 
Adopted. 
Mr. YOUNG of Georgia moved to suspend 
the rules and adopt the resolution reciting the 
necessity for a cheap system of water trans­ 
portation and directing the Committee on 
Railroads and Canals to report a bill for the 
opening up and improvement of the great 
natural water highways of the country and 
their correction by artificial channels, and 
making it a special order tor May 14tb. 
Mr. McCRARY of Iowa, chairman of that 
committee, remarked that such a scheme 
would involve the outlay of $500,000,000. The 
rules were not suspended—yeas 130, nays 75, 
not two-thirds in the affirmative. 
The House then, at half-past three, went 
into Committee of the Whole, Woodford or 
New York in the chair, on the legislative, ex­ 
ecutive and judicial appropriation bill. 
After disposing of five pages of the bill the 
committee rose and the House at 6:10 p . m 
adjourned. 


—Alice Mason Sumner, the divorced wife of 
the late lamented Senator, has filed a petition 
in the probate court, asking that her name 
may be changed to that of Alice Mason, for 
tbe reason that “she haa been divorced from 
heríate husband, who has since deceased, 
and desired to resume her maideu • name.” 
The citation has issued, and the case will be 
heard before Judge Ames, on Monday, May 
4th, next. 
A few jear* ago in building a freight de­ 
pot in St. Louis lumber was U3ed that had 
been saturated with corrosive sublimate, ar­ 
senic and salt. This process was called “for- 
manizing’’ aud was intended to prevent rot 
by excluding dampness. In-handling the lum­ 
ber the carpenters and laborers absorbed the 
poisons into their systems, several dying, and 
many others remaining for a long time para­ 
lyzed and debilitated. Ten of the latter have 
now sued the contractors for $25,000 dama­ 
ges in each case, claiming that they are per­ 
manently untitled tor work. 
At Bologne,during the reception of Queen 
Victoria, some years ago, a number of Eng­ 
lish ladies, in their anxiety to see everything, 
pressed with such force against the soldiers 
who were keeping the line, that the latter 
were forced to give way, and generally were— 
to use ihe expression of policemen—“hinder­ 
ed in the execution of their duty.” The offi­ 
cer in command, observing thestateof affairs, 
called out, “One roll of the drum—if they 
don’t keep back, kiss them all.” After the 
first sound of the drum the ladies took to 
flight. “If they had been French,” said a 
Parisian journal, “they would have remained 
to a woman.” 
-Two ladies who last summer took a tour 
through Spain visited the Gypsey caves, and, 
in spite of their guide’s remonstrance, ven­ 
tured into one. The furniture consisted chief­ 
ly of door mats, on each of which a child lay 
asleep. “ One of the great difficulties in civil­ 
izing a Gypsey is that he cannot be cured of 
stealing door-mats; if they gain admittance 
to any house either as beggars, or, as is fre­ 
quently the case, as models for the artists, 
they are sure to carry off the door-mat. We 
were shown one splendid Gypsey, up at the 
Alhambra, who had been a very popular mod 
el among the artists; but the consumption of 
door-mats was so tremendous that they were 
obliged to give him up.”

3*, Clearings $25,oOO,oou. Railroad and state bonds 
weakened and neglected. Governments closed 
firm. The stock market was weak and feverish at 
the opening and prices declined * to 10* per cent 
with the chief decline in Columbus, Chisago & In 
diana Central, which fell off from 30* to 20. The 
market continued weak and heavy until after the 
settllug hour, when there was a goneral recovery of 
* to 2* per cent, on the announcement that Cap 
ron & Merriam were arranging a satisfactory sc 
tlement with their creditors ; but at flnal close the 
markot was heavy aud lower again on a sudden aud 
sharp advance in money from 4 per cent, currency 
to 7 per cent, gold and somo vague rumors that 
several banks were iu trouble. The heavy decline 
in stocks to-day disturbed seriously the margins of 
the weaker class of speculators aud the large sales 
for their account helped to depress matters on stoc 
Exchange. 1,500 shares of C., C. & I. C. were sold 
out under the rule for Capron & Merriam. The lat 
tsr firm sent a letter to the President of the Stock 
Exchange late in the day announcing the suspen­ 
sion. The interesting features of the day besides 
C„ C. & I. C. were Western Union, New York Cen 
tral & Hudson, Lake Shore, Pacific Mail and North 
western. The volume of business was very large 
152,000 shares sold between 10 and 12 o'clock, of 
which about 40,000 were C., C. & I. C. The heay 
fall in C„ C. A I. C. was due to the reported failure 
of Capron & Merriam, who were carrying a large 
amount of the stock. The decline carried the whole 
market down several points and for a time there 
was considerable excitement. A somewhat bette 
statt> of feeling, however, prevailed at the close, 
though stocks were very feverish.

—Among a party of Swedish emigrants re­ 
cently arrived in Portland, Me., was a man 
aud his wife, about forty-five years old, witli 
their brood of nineteen children. 
—In the case of the conspiracy of the Typo­ 
graphical Union of Titusville, Pa., against the 
Daily Courier, twelve union printers were on 
Thursday sentenced to imprisonment for twen­ 
ty-four hours and a fine of $40 each. 
—The Utica Observer says that “ If by any 
chance it should appear hereafter that Low- 
enstein did not kill Weston it would be very 
apt to seal the fate of capital punishment in 
theStateof New York; or, at least, it would 
be very difficult to secure a conviction on cir­ 
cumstantial evidence, howsoever strong the 
circumstances might be.” 
—They describo Senator Jones, of Nevada, 
as a burly, broad-3houldered gentleman about 
40 years ot age. lie is a native of Wale3,and 
left Ohio for the gold regions when gold was 
first discovered. 
His profits from a silver 
mine in Nevada are $5,000,000 per annum, 
and ho Is probably the wealthiest Welshman 
of the name of Jones, or any other name, in 
the country. 
—A monument to Bishop Calvin Kingsley, 
who died at Beyront, Syria, in 1870, while on 
a tour around the world for the Methodist 
church, has been completed and will soon be 
shipped to the place of his death for erection 
over his g rave. It. is Quincy granite aud is 
twenty-two feet in height. It was made by 
order of the general conference, which con­ 
tributed $2,500 for that purpose. 
—Oue night last week the signal station ou 
the top of Mount Washington reported a north­ 
west gale blowing at the rate of 140 miles au 
hour-—as shown by the auemomater—and a 
temperature of 18 degrees below zero. This 
is probably the highest force ever attained by 
the wind in New Eugland. A gale 60 or 70 
miles au hour will often blow down trees. In 
the hurricanes of the tropics a force 100, even 
110 miles an hour is not uncommon. No hu­ 
man beiDg could stand before such a gale. 
The people in the chaineil-down hut contrive 
to examine the anemometer without emerging 
else they would be swept off bodily and hurled 
down Tuckerman’s Ravine. The roar of such 
a mountain gale is terrible beyond words.

This was an action brought to 
recover for the balance of rent due on a lease 
made by the parties in the spring of 1869, in 
which plaintiff leased her store on Wall street 
to William H. Smith at the rate of $800 per 
year, J. L. Smithjbeing security Tor the pay­ 
ment of such rent. 
On this lease there is a 
balance due of some $200 with Interest. 
At 
the close of the evidence the Judge ordered a 
verdict for plaintiff for $242.75. 
The Judge stated that all cases below No. 
200 would not be tried this term. 
Two prisoners were brought Into court one, 
Gideon Alexander Higgins, a boy aged 14 
years, indicted for having stolen about $40 
from the store of Solomon Burger in the lower 
pari of the city. 
The prisoner plead guilty 
and was sent to the House of Refuge on Ran­ 
dall’s Island during the pleasure of the man­ 
ager of the same. 
The other, Michael Law­ 
less, a somewhat notorious gentleman who 
formerly resided in Saugerties, but who of late 
has been In New York city, was brought into 
court, having been indicted for burglary in the 
first degree for having with another man en 
tered the bouse of one Dorothy Decker, be­ 
tween this city and Saagerties, one night last 
September, and beating the woman badly be 
cause they could not find any valuables or 
money to carry away. 
His case was not dis 
posed of, and will not be taken up for trial at 
Ibis session of the court. 
The prisoner will 
probably give bail. 
No. 42, Abram J. Fiero vt. Jacob fox, was 
urged on by the plaintiff's attorney, and after 
a jury had been called it was agreed that a 
dismissal of the plaintiffs complaint should be 
taken, with costs to defendant. 
The altor 
neys are J. Smith for the plaintiff and A. J 
Mellon for tho defendant. 
No. 112, Edward Ilallenbeck vt. Edward 
Taylor, was tbeu tried. 
The attorneys are G 
R. Adams for plaintiff, and A. J. Mellon for 
the defendant. 
This is one ol those peculiar 
cases in which the plaintiff must either have 
a very strong imagination, or else the defend­ 
ant must have an exceedingly bad memory. 
Someone must swear falsely. 
The plaintiff 
testified that the defendant, who is a resident 
of Port Ewen, owed him some $225 cash, for 
money borrowed of said plaintiff.

C IR CU IT COURT AMD COURT OF 
OX ER AND T E R M IN E R . 


Judge Douglas* Boardm au Presiding 
The first case called and tried Monday after­ 
noon was No. 106, Rebecca A. Townsend vs. 
William H. Snfith and J. L. Smith. 
The 
attorneys are A. Schoonmaker, Jr., for the 
plaintiff, and Parker and Kenyon for the 
defendant. 
This was an action brought to 
recover for the balance of rent due on a lease 
made by the parties in the spring of 1869, in 
which plaintiff leased her store on Wall street 
to William H. Smith at the rate of $800 per 
year, J. L. Smithjbeing security for the pay­ 
ment of such rent. 
On this lease there is a 
balance due of some $200 with Interest. 
At 
the close of the evidence the Judge ordered a 
verdict for plaintiff for $242.75. 
The Judge stated that all cases below No. 
200 would not be tried this term. 
Two prisoners were brought into court one, 
Gideon Alexander Higgins, a boy aged 14 
years, indicted for having stolen about $40 
from the store of Salomon Burger in the lower 
part of the city. 
The prisoner plead guilty 
and was sent to the House of Refuge on Ran­ 
dall’s Island during the pleasure of the man­ 
ager of the same. 
The other, Michael Law­ 
less, a somewhat notorious gentleman who 
formerly resided in Saugerties, but who of late 
has been In New York city, was brought into 
court, having been indicted for burglary in the 
first degree for having with another man en­ 
tered the house of one Dorothy Decker, be­ 
tween this city and Sangerties, one night last 
September, and beating the womaa badly be­ 
cause tbey eould not find any valuables or 
money to carry away. 
His case was not dis­ 
posed of, and will not be taken up for trial at 
this session of the court. 
The prisoner will 
probably give bail. 
No. 42, Abram J. Fiero vs. Jacob fox, was 
urged on by the plaintifi’s attorney, and after 
a jury had been called it was agreed that a 
dismissal of the plaiutift’s complaint should be 
taken, with costs to defendant- 
The attor­ 
neys are J. Smith for the plaintifl and A. J. 
Mellon for the defendant. 
No. 112, Edward Hallenbeck vs. Edward 
Taylor, was then tried. 
The attorneys are G. 
R. Adams for plaintifl, and A. J. Mellon for 
the defendant. 
This Is one ol those peculiar 
cases in which the plaintifl must either have 
a very strong imagination, or else the defend­ 
ant must have an exceedingly bad memory. 
Someone must swear falsely. 
The plaintifl 
testified that the defendant, who is a resident 
of Port Ewen, owed him some $225 cash, for 
money borrowed of said plaintiff. 
The de­ 
fendant went upon the witness stand and swore 
positively that he had never borrowed a cent 
of plaintiff; had never had any money tran­ 
saction whatever with him; had never re­ 
ceived any money from him, or ever paid him 
any. 
These two witnesses were the only wit­ 
nesses whose testimony had a bearing on the 
case. 
The court adjourned until Tuesday morning 
at 9 o’clock.

discharging her cargo at 7 a. m. and at fonr 
o’elock had put out 220 tons of bl>ie stone. 
Immediately got under way and arrived at the 
mouth of Rondout Creek on Sunday last at 1

the schooner worked to Wilbur in about an 
hour, arriving there about two o’clock, having 
made the trip to New York in les3 than forty- 
eight hours, and in that time discharged 220 
tons of stone.

Snch summing np is enongh to make any man 
puke.” It is needless to say that the laugh 
was on the lawyer and he closed his remarks 
more briefly than eloquently, and lost his case. 
He never liked a Greenville jury after that.—
